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COURSE OF STUDY 



Greek and Latin

Eighth Grade. The pupils continue 
their study of Greek life and thought by 
reading in Greek the appended passages, 
and discussing, in short Greek sentences, 
the matter contained in the lessons, and 
in the works of reference which they will 
be asked to consult. Each student will 
look up one or more subjects, and report 
to the class, so that the whole class will 
have the benefit of the work of each 
individual. 

Ninth Grade. The student will con- 
tinue the study of the Greek character, as 
contrasted with that of the Barbarians, by 
reading Xehophon's Anabasis, I, 3, 4. 

They will look up ecclesia, choinix, obolus, 
and tnola in Harper's Classical Diction- 
ary and Smith's Dictionary of Antiquities; 
Tarsus, Issus, and Babylon in Harper's Clas- 
sical Dictionary and Smith's Dictionary 
of Geography, and mills, mediumus, and 
coinage in Seyffert's Classical Diction- 
ary, and 'read Grote's History of Greece, 
ch. 69. 

Tenth Grade. The pupils will con- 
tinue the study of the life of Socrates by 
reading Xenophon's Memorabilia, I, 4, 5; 
II, I (1-2, 21-34); IV, 2, 5, and 8. 

They will consult Harper's and Seyffert's 
Classical Dictionaries and Smith's Diction- 
ary of Biography and Mythology regarding 
Hercules, Prodicus, and Aristippus. They 
will also read Grote's History of Greece, 
ch. 68, and Grant's Greece in the Age of 
Pericles, ch. 12. 

Eleventh Grade. Students will con- 
tinue their study of Greek religion by read- 
ing the Odyssey, II, III, 1-200. 

They will look up Athene, Poseidon, and 



Nestor in the encyclopedias and classical 
dictionaries and in Smith's Dictionary 
of Biography and Mythology; agora, cur- 
rus, and navis in the Classical Diction- 
aries, and ship and chariot in Seyffer.t, 
and will read Gardner's New Chapters in 
Greek History, ch. 11 -14. 

Twelfth Grade. The study of the 
Greek Theater will be continued by reading 
Sophocles' Antigone, 500-700, and review- 
ing the choruses, 100-162 and 332-384, 
with special attention to the way the play 
was performed. The subject will be studied 
under chorus in Smith's Dictionary of An- 
tiquities and Harper's and Seyffert's Clas- 
sical Dictionaries, and in Grote's History 
of Greece, ch. 67. 

Latin 

Seventh Grade. The pupils will con- 
tinue their study of Roman character and 
history by reading Aulus Gellius, III, 7; 
VII, 3 and 4; X, 6; I, 23; IV, 20; VI, 22; 
X 27; and Nepos' Hannibal, 1-5. 

They will consult Harper's Classical 
Dictionary and Smith's Dictionary of 
Biography under P. Claudius Pulcher, 
Regulus, Fabius Maximus, Cornelius Nepos, 
Hamilcar and Hannibal; Mommsen's 
History of Rome, Bks. II and III, 1-4; C. 
W. Morris, Hannibal, ch. I-IV. 

Eighth Grade. The pupils will con- 
tinue their study of the relation of Rome 
to Modern Europe by reading Caesar's 
Gallic War, II, 9-21. They will also con- 
sult Froude's Casar, ch. 13 and 14; Fow- 
ler's Ccesar, ch. 8-10; Mommsen's History 
of Pome, Bk. V, ch. VII; Duruy's History 
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of Rome, ch. 53-54; and Plutarch's Life of 
CcBsar. 

Ninth Grade. The students will con- 
tinue the study of the Crisis in the Repub- 
lic by reading Sallust's Catiline, 41-61. 
Harper's Classical Dictionary and Smith's 
Dictionary of Biography will be consulted 
about Cato Uticensis, Pompeius Magnus, 
L. Cornelius Sulla, M. Lucinius Crassus 
Dives, and Mithradates the Great; and 
Mommsen's History of Rome, Bk. V, 1-6, 
regarding all these persons; and Plutarch's 
Lives of Cicero and Sulla. 

Tenth Grade. The study of Roman 
poetry will be continued by reading Catul- 
lus, 64, and Lucretius, I, 1-150; II, 1-60. 
The pupils will consult Harper's Classical 
Dictionary and Smith's Dictionary of 
Biography and Mythology regarding The- 
seus, Bacchus, Thetis, Peleus, Achilles, 
Moerce, Iphigenia, Epicurus, and Lucretius, 
making an especial study of the last named 
in Tyrrell's Latin Poetry, ch. 3, and Crutt- 
well's Roman Literature, Bk. 3, ch. 4,' and 
in the encyclopedias. 

Eleventh Grade. The study of Ro- 
man religion will be continued by read- 
ing Virgil's Eclogues, 9 and i; and 
^neid, I, 302-657. The pupils will con- 
sult the ■ encyclopedias and dictionaries 
regarding yEneus, Juno, Neptune, Mercury, 
and Carthage; and also read Mommsen's 
JListory of Rome, Bk. I, ch. 11-15; Tyrrell's 
Latin Poetry, ch. 5; and Plutarch's Lives 
vf Romulus and Numa. 

Twelfth Grade. The study of Roman 
life under the Empire will be continued by 
reading Horace, Odes, I, 2, 3, 4, 11, 12, 
22, 35; II, 2, 10, 15, 16; III, I, 4, 5, 27, 
29, 30; IV, 4, 14. Satires, I, 5 and 6. 

The students can consult the diction- 
aries and encyclopedias on Europa, For- 
tuna and DmdcUus; and read Momm- 
sen's History of Rome, Bk. V, ch. 11; Tyr- 
rell's Latin Poetry, ch. 6: and Pellison's 
Roman Life in Pliny''s Time, ch. 1 and 9.
